That wasnt all. I saw some of 
those pictures.

It was circulated widely by mail 
from Camden, N. J. There was 
still another. from a Wichita, 
Kan., address. 

There are such persons in all 
countries. Our own is not differ- 
eni. If a Hitler or a Stalin were 
to come to power here they 
would have no difficulty 
sadistic brutes to torture. and 
murder prisoners, men and wom- 
en. They would have no diffi- 
culty obtaining degraded, mean 
and vicious men and women who 
would operate gas chambers to 
kill women and children. 

In every community there are 
' these persons, whose minds are 
little stewpots of malice, envy, 
greed, hate and lies. 


Not New 


These tactics are by no means 
new. They take on vavious forms. 
In the South any mayor’. who 
does his duty, as representing all 
citizens, and welcomes a Negro 
convention is pretty sure to have 
some hate group send out dis- 
torted copies of any photograph 
made on such occasion. The peo- 
ple who do such things, being 
completely lacking in any moral- 
ity, common decency or charac- 
ter, use any extreme of false- 
hood or distortion. Thev have 
been known’ to scissor two pho- 
tographs apart and_ rephoto- 
graph the result to make it ap- 
pear as one. and thereby place 
two or three persons together 
who have never been so. There 
has not been a heated campaign 
in recent years in which some 
form of trick photography. has 
not been employed .to sell a 
lie. 

Their greatest use was in the 
North Carolina primary of 1950 
against Dr. Frank Graham. The 
state was flooded with scurrilous 
literature, photographs and post- 
cards purporting to be written 
by subversive groups in support 
of Dr. Graham. 

Perhaps this quick action by 
the Senate committee will dis- 
courage 
who produce such lies. But, 
flow will do no more than slow 
down for a while. What we need 
is exposure by the. candidate 
they are assumed to assist, and 
a@ general uprising by 
cent people to protest against 
the product of sewer mentalities 
in political campaigns.

That embarrassment, the Herald 
implied, was due to the fact that 
Lord Woolton made campaign 
promises that his party could not 
fulfill. Those promises, according 
to Labor’s allegations, were that 
there would be ‘‘more red meat’ 
and no cuts in the food subsidies 
or social services. 

However, Churchill's office said, 
‘there is no question of Lord 
Woolton resigning. He has the 
prime minister's full and con- 
tinuing support in the important 
work which he is doing as senior 
member of the administration.”

If the industry turns down the proposal 
for wage increases unless granted the price 
hoosts it demands, there will be a strike and 
stoppage. Should the strike he pro- 
longed, all heavy industry, including defense 
projects, will grind to a halt—threatening un- 
emplovment for millions, and affecting hun- 
dreds of allied industries. 

If the Office of Price Stabilization grants 
the price increases which the industry claims 
will be necessary to meet the higher wages, 
the hike will reflect itself in a higher cost of 
all items using steel—automobiles, washing 
machines, refrigerators, and the hundreds of 
hard-goods items going into defense. 

The complicated agreement which the 
CIO has accepted is. difficult to understand. 
The package settlement is estimated to add 
reuchly 18.8 cents an hour to wages of 650,- 
000 workers. .Industry spokesmen say that 
the concessions, in addition to wage hikes, 
will mean at least 42'2 cents an hour.

We can see no justification for manage- 
ment being forced to do a union's own organ- 
izing and to extend union control over all 
emplovees.

Commerce study finds that 19.7 
per cent of these payments came 
from government—state, local 
and federal. That same year citi- 
zens of this state kicked $392,- 
518.000 into the U. S. coffers in 
the form of income, corporation, 
and employment taxes. We got 
more back than we put in, how- 
ever, according to the Departe- 
ment of Commerce testimony, 


They listed the total of U. S. 
payments to Georgia individuals 
at $507,700,000. On top of that, 
they plastered $49,800,000 paid 
into Georgia in the form of fed- 
eral aid. Addition of these two 
findings gives us $557,500,000 as 
the total U. S. outlay here in 
the year 1950. We can see, there- 
fore, that we received approxi- 
mately $150,009,000 more from 
the Feds than we gave them, 
excluding, of course, federal 
sales, excise, and license taxes, 


Before jumping into a festi- 
val of jubilation, it might be 
well to reflect that one-fifth 
of Georgia's income is from 
government sources, a stag- 
gering percentage under the 
American system of free en- 
terprise. This conclusion may 
be amended somewhat, how- 
eyer, when one considers that 
undoubtedly a large share of 
the U. S. paymente to individ- 
uals is in the form of GI ben- 
efits, pensions, and numerous 
other things which have their 
beginnings in war. 


A letter accompanying the 
Commerce department study ex- 
plained the figures presented 
were “rough estimates.” An in- 
dication of the meaning of this 
phrase is seen in the instance 
of moneys received under the 
heading “Federal aid.” The 
Commerce report placed this 
figure at $49,800,000 in the year 
1950. Yet, from Washington a 
few weeks ago came the an- 
nouncement that during 1951 
reorgia received $141,615,626 
a&.federal program funds. Such 
a grastic change from one year 

the next is impossible. One 
would not hastily conclude, 
however, that either figure is 
wrong. One study might include 
matters the other didn’t, and 
vice versa.

George Appraises 


Russell’s Chances 


WASHINGTON — 


Georgia’s senior senator. 


Walter F. George, now makes a fresh appraisal 

z of Senator Russell's chances at the Democratie 
presidential nomination in the light of new indications that. Presi- 
dent Truman will not be a candidate for a third term. The Presi- 
dent’s withdrawal from the California preferential primary this 
week offers strong indication, he says, that Mr. Truman will not be 


a candidate. 

“If the President does not 
run,” he said, “and there is now 
an accumulation of evidence that 
inclines me very much to this 
view, I can see the possibility 
of the Democratic national con- 
vention being made a wide open 
affair. Under those circum- 
stances the candidacy of Senator 
Russell would assume far more 
important proportions.” 

The senior Georgia senator 
sees the time fast running out 
on Mr. Truman when he must 
declare himself one way or an- 
other, If he is determined not 
to run but is holding off an an- 
nouncement in the hope of 


throwing the nomination to some 


one of his choice, then he must 
act soon, the senator believes, 
or he is faced with a loss of 
control of the party nominating 
machinery, 

Senator George said he had 
reason to believe the Presi- 
dent had been unable to make 
a decision on the choice of a 
candidate to succeed him thus 
far. Some think he is looking 
to Governor Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois or Senator Robert 
Kerr of Oklahoma. Sugges- 
tions have been made that he 
might even turn to Senator 
Russell. Chief Justice Fred M. 
Vinson still figures in the pic- 
ture to some extent. Although 
he is reported to have turned 
down the matter entirely, 
General Eisenhower continues 
to enter into the discussion. 


“But the President might 
easily be faced with a dilemma 
which he is incapable of solv- 
ing,” Senator George surmised. 
“In that case, if he has decided 
not to become a candidate, he 
might deem it to be the wisest 
course to give the convention a 
free hand in selecting the party 
ticket. Senator Russell’s chances 
should be greatly improved in a 
situation of that kind.” 

Senator George emphasized 
that the President must act soon 
if he has any expectation of 
building up another man to take

certainty over the White House's 
plans will result in the disinte- 
gration of the President's con- 
trol over the party machine, he 
Sala.
